Mouse-Control Simple; Use Care 
To Prevent Useless Farm Fires 



WHEREAS, at a regular meeting held on January 31, 
1963, the Board of Commissioners of the City of Hazard, Ken- 
tucky, adopted a certain Ordinance which was then signed by 
the Mayor, attested under seal by the City Clerk, duly record- 
ed, published in The Hazard Herald on February 7, 1963, and 
is rfow if) full force and effect, the same beiflg identified by 
its title or caption, a$ follows: 

ORDINANCE NO. 0-3-83 

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE MAKING OF 
COMPLETE IMPROVEMENT TO CERTAIN STREETS IN 
THE CITY OF HAZARD BY PLACING THEREON BLACK- 
TOP OR BITUMINOUS HOT- MIX OF AN OVERALL 
THICKNESS OF NOT LESS THAN ONE AJSD A HALF 
(1-1 2) INCHES AND PROVIDING THAT 25% OF THE 
COST OF SAID IMPROVEMENT SHALL BE ASSESSED 
EXCLUSIVELY AGAINST THE OWNERS OF PROPERTY 
ABUTTING ON OR BENEFITED BY SAID IMPROVE- 
MENT, AND PROVIDING FOR THE PAYMENT OF SAID 
25% OF SAID COST, 

AND WHEREAS, upon reexamination of said Ordinance 
it has been discovered that the same contains certain incon- 
sistencies which should be corrected by amendment at this 
time and prior to the apportionment and assessment of twenty- 
five per cent (25%) of the costs of said street improvement 
program, and the same may be done without affecting the 
substantial rights of the City or of the owners of the benefit' 
ed properties which are to be so assessed: and it is desirable 
that future misunderstandings and possible confusion be 
avoided by clarifying amendments hereinafter set forth; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT AND IT IS HEREBY ORDAIN- 
ED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE CITY OF 
HAZARD, KENTUVKY: 

SECTION 1. Paragraph or sub-section 2 of the Ordinance 
adopted and approved January 31. 1963, as identified by quo- 
tation of its title or caption in the preamble of this amenda- 
tory ordinance, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“The City shall apply against the aggregate costs of the 
improvements herein provided for. the entire proceeds of an 
Accelerated Public Works Grant offered by an agency of the 
United States Government and heretofore accepted, the same 
being estimated to be in a sum equal to three-fourths (3/4) of 
such aggregate costs. The remaining portion of such aggre- 
gate costs, estimated to be twenty-five peT cent (25%) thereof, 
shall be provided at the exclusive costs of the owners of ben- 
efited property which shall consist of all real estate abutting 
on both sides of the portions of the streets which are improv- 
ed, including intersections, and such portion of the cost of the 
improvement of intersections shall be apportioned and assess- 
ed in keeping with KRS 94.010 and KRS 94.291, et seq.” 

SECTION 2. Paragraph or subsection “II” (or 11) of 
said previously-identified Ordinance is deleted in its entirety 
and the following text is hereby substituted in lieu thereof: 
“In view of the fact that three fourths (3/4) of the aggre- 
gate costs of the street improvement program herein author- 
ized will be defrayed from the proceeds of a grant from the 
United States Government, and that the apportionment of the 
remaining twenty-five per cent (25%) of such costs among the 
owners of benefitted and abutting properties will be sub- 
stantially less burdensome than would otherwise be the case; 
and that the provisions of KRS 94.317 concerning the defer- 
ment of an assessment, at the request of the property owner, 
and deemed to be directory rather than mandatory as to the 
period of deferment and the number of installments; and in 
accordance with popular sentiment; it is hereby provided that 
where the installment payment plan becomes operative, at the 
request of ihe owner or owners of benefited property, the 
amount of the apportioned assessment to be deferred shall 
be divided into five (5) equal installments, which shall become 
due and payaible on the 15th day of September in each of the 
years 1964, 1965, 1966, 1967 and 1968, each installment to 
bear interest at the rate of six per cent (6%) per annum 
which shall commence to accrue thirty (80) days after publica- 
tioh of the ordinance of apportionment and levy. At each of 
the annual installment due dates there shall be due and pay- 
able, in addition to the amount of the installment, the inter 
est which shall have accrued to such date on all unpaid in- 
stallments, together with six (6) months interest in advance 
upon all installments still remaining unpaid. The owner or 
owners of benefited properties where the deferred payment 
plan has been made effective shall have the privilege of pay- 
ing on any annual installment due (fate not only the install- 
ment then due but any future installment or installments 
(each installment to be prepaid in whole, but not in part, in 
the inverse order of the maturity dates of such installments), 
whereupon the installment or installments so prepaid shall 
cease to bear interest; provided, however, the privilege oi 
prepayment shall be conditioned upon delivery to the City 
Treasurer, not less than thirty (30) days in advance of an in- 
stallment due date, of a written notice of such election to pre- 
pay one or more future installments, designating how many 
future installments are proposed to be prepaid. 

“The City Treasurer may cause to be placed upon the 
regular City tax bills, or in his discretion upon a separate 'bill, 
each installment due under the provisions of this Section, with 
the interest payments becoming due as herein provided added 
thereto so as to make one sum. If such sum is not paid on 
the due date of the installment, as herein provided, the total 
sum shall commence to bear interest at the rate of six per 
cent (8%) per annum from that date until paid, subject to the 
same penalty for delinquency as in the case of regular City 
taxes; and such sum. with interest and penalty, shall be col-

FACTS: From long ago to the present the United Mine Workers 
have and are fighting safer mining equipment. Years ago in Indi- 
ana U. M W. locals had rules on tneir books where a member was 
fined $25 per shift for using closed lamps (electric cap-lanps) in- 
stead of open carbide lamps. Ir| Illinois United Mine Workers 
members threw 600 electric cap-lamps down the mine shaft and 
struck for a few months rather than use this safer equipment. 
There have been strikes and work stoppages in W’estern Pennsyl- 
vania when miners were required to use hard-shell, protective mine 
caps. The same action of strikes and stoppages appeared when 
protective shoes and goggles were required in the mines. 
incidents happened in years gone by- but even today the United 
Mine Workers officials are fighting safer equipment. An example 
of this is the United Mine Workers stand against the use of dteael 
powered equipment in coal mines. Even though this equipment 
has been approved by the United States Bureau of Mines, and 
some state mining departments, they still oppose its use by their 
members In an article from the Mine Workers JoumaJ, datdd 
September 15, 1962, page 3, entitled Use Would Violate Contract 
Boyle warns: “No Diesels in Mines”, the statement is made that

After repeated denials by high Union officials in Washington, and 
even by UMW field representatives themselves, it is a fact that the 
UMW International “owned outright and held as collateral more 
than one-half of the outstanding common stock of the West Ken- 
tucky Coal Company.” This is evidence brought out in a suit 
against the UMW which was held in a United States District Court 
and on appeals was confirmed in the U. S. Court of Appeals for 
the Sixth Circuit. This is a story of the terrible, vicious, and under- 
handed way the UMW International and officials used funds of 
their membership without the knowledge of their membership to 
(^control a large coal company in Western Kentucky- with an inter- 
est of $25,456 156.37. According to a newspaper article in June, 
1960, “Northeast and Southeast Tennessee coal fields had nearly 
4000 of their 6000 to 7000 workers laid off when the U. S Bureau 
of Mines checked Tennessee coal field employment a month igo. 
By the Union officials buying this company it helped result m the 
loss of jobs of 4,000 coal miners in Northeast and Southeast 1 en- 
nessee. The loss of jobs for 4,000 mine workers was more than 
one-half (1/2) the total mine workers in this area. It is a terrible 
story of how old. loyal, dues-paying miners lost their jobs because 
their Union officials bought into a large coal company and took the 
market away from these small coal operators employing 4,000 
men- 

Not only did the International Union use dues of these 4,000 unem- 
ployed men to take their jobs away from them- the Union ended up 
losing approximately $12,700 000 of the Union s funds when they 
sold these mines recently to another coal company Besides this 
interest in West Kentucky, it was charged that Miss Josephine 
Rosche “the so-called neutral trustee of the UMW’s Welfare Fund 
is President of the Rockv Mountain Fuel Company, a Denver, Colo- 
rado coal firm. The Union said in it’s Landrum-Griffith law report 
that it owned 22.000 shares of stock in the coal mining company 
This sordid story has run not only from the Western part of. the 
UAited States, Denver, Colorado, back East through West Ken- 
tucky- but comes home to the people in the Hazard field of Eastern 
Kentucky. From court records under oath a high Uni®n ® ff i^ 
John Owen, Secretary-Treasurer, International Union UMW of A 
testified that the Union “Pledge of security for bank loan to North 
Fork Coal Company: $1,500,000— Certificate of Deposit— May 11, 
1959.” 

“This company is located in the depressed coal areas of Eastern 
Kentucky. It applied for a line of credit in the above amount, to be 
used for the purpose of purchasing coal leases and coal operating 
units in the Hazard field of Eastern Kentucky. The plans involved 
the promotion of coal laud leases with reserves of 65,000 000 tons 
of mineable coal. The purpose of the United Mine Workers in mak- 
ing this pledge was to try to expand the employment opportunities 
for its employee members in this depressed coal area* Do you 
know where the North Fork Coal Company is? Do you know any- 
one working for the North Fork Coal Company? Was this money 
used to take business away from Blue Diamond Coal Company, and 
thus hurt your jobs? w 

FACTS: From the United States Court of Appeals for the Sixth 

Circuit . m . . . 

“It specifically alleges that the Union agreed to the termi- 
nation of employment for thousands of its members be- 
cause of the mechanization of mines, that it would not protest the 
closing down of mines which could not be mechanized and that it 
would go along with the understanding that the coal industry would 
be confined to a comparatively few companies and the miners em- 
ployed would be reduced drastically." Wasn’t this the fate of the 



diesel equipment cannot go into a U. M. W represented mines. 
“This can be done only by re-opening the contract for further 
negotiations”. At a public hearing in Lexington, Kentucky on 
June 21, 1963, it was also stated that diesel shuttle cars cannot be 
used in a United Mine Workers mine unless this matter is approv- 
ed in Washington. 

Mr. Turnblazer- District No. 19 said, “We certainly want to add to 
Mr. Ferguson’s remarks that in our area we will see to it that no 
diesels are operated underground until approved by the Interna- 
tional Union of the United Mine Workers of America.” 

All of you men know the hazards of trailing cables underground in 
the mines. All of you have worked underground on sections, have 
seen cables blown, production disrupted, men burned, and have 
been bothered by cable smoke. The question is: How much addi- 
tional revenue does the International Union want from the opera- 
tors to allow them to put safer equipment such as diesel shuttle 
cars in the coal mines? 

Around the middle of August a possible disaster was fortunately 
averted in a mine in Western Kentucky. This company was con- 
trolled to a great extent by the United Mine Workers of America 
in actual ownership. At that time, a Shuttle Car ran over its own 
cable and started a mine fire which closed a section of this large 
mine down. Fortunately, no fatalities occurred, but a disaster 
could have been the result. 

The United Mine Workers Journal reports in its January 15, 1963, 
issue on the terrible disaster of the U. S Steel Corporation mine- 
Robena No. 3 in which 37 men lost their lives on December 6, 1962 
This article states that the disaster was caused by ignition of 
methane gas by a spark in the face area. This mine used cable 



4,000 mines workers mentioned above? 

From the United States Court of Appeals for the Sixth Cir- 
cuit: 

“We think the evidence supports the contention of Phillips 
that the Union knew that the weaker companies could not 
meet fhe increased costs of wages and welfare fund payments re- 
quired by the successive wage agreements and that they would fall 
by the wayside by reason thereof, and that the increased costs in 
the successive agreements were geared to the abilities of the major 
coal companies to mechanize and not have their profits affected by 
the increased costs.” 

These were the thoughts of one of the highest courts in 
the United States, and, in looking around the Hazard and Perry 
County fields you can see that the court held true- What has hap- 
pened to all of the mines and miners in your area? And yet, the 
papers today report on wage negotiations between the United Mine 
Workers International and the Northern Operators for even more. 
Who do you think will be left? The International Union could drive 
their Southern members from their ranks by further wage de- 
mands. 

From the United State Court of Appeals for the Sixth Cir- 
cuit 

“The shares of common stock of West Kentucky Coal 
Company owned outright and held as collateral totaled 
more than one-half of the outstanding common stock” • . . “we be- 
lieve it was a reasonable deduction which the jury could make that 
the wage determination for the coal industry under the Walsh- 
Healey Act and the dumping of West Kentucky coal on the TV A 
spot market materially and adversely affected the operations of 
Phillips in the important TVA market, thus contributing to the 
elimination of the company as a competitor to the large coal pro- 
ducing companies operating in that area, including the West Ken- 
tucky Coal Company- in which the UMW had such a dominant in- 
tercst M 

This is further proof that the UMW 'Scabbed' on their 
own members. 

One reason they hate this law of the land of the United 
States is that it makes them tell the truth. 

From a newspaper clipping in I960 

“The UMW Union after five years of denials, finally has 
been compelled to admit it is a chief owner of the Ten- 
nessee Valley’s largest coal mining operation. The Union’s admis- 
sion contained in a sworn financial statement required by the 
Landrum-Griffith Act confirmed disclosures first made by this 
newspaper five years ago. At the time, these reports vehemently 
were denied by Union officials.” 

From another newspaper in 1960 

“Excerpts from court records showing that a UMW finan- 
cial spokesman tried to avoid telling that the Union posted 
its government bonds to secure West Kentucky’s bank loans fol- 
lows: 

“ ‘State whether or not UMW participated in a loan of 
funds to the West Kentucky Coal Company and if so, what 
was the total amount of the money borrowed by the West Kentucky 
Cdal Company? And state the names of each of the leaders ?nd the 
amount loaned by each.’ The Union financial spokesman being 
questioned, John Owens, its secretary-treasurer, answered: 

‘The defendant (UMW) has not loaned or participated in any loans 
to West Kentucky Coal Company.’ Later on in his examination 
Owens was forced to submit the information. He had been ordered 
to prepare a list of coal companies or allied industries for whose 
bank loans the union had pledged $15 million of its assets. 1 he 
assets, incidentally, were government bonds ” 

Another newspaper article, 1960 

“The UMW local secretary begged that his name not be 
used in the quotation. ‘The way sentiment is rising among 
our members, however- it may not be long before a whole union dis- 



electric shuttle car*. 

In the July 15, 1963 issue of the United Mine Workers Journal 
they reported on the Compass disaster of April 25, 1963. This was 
an explosion at the Compass No. 2 Mine, Clinchfield Coal Com- 
pany, near Clarksburg, West Virginia. Twenty-two (22) men died 
in this disaster. The cause of the explosion as reported by the 
U. S. Bureau of Mines and listed in the Journal was as follows: 
“This disaster was caused by the ignition of the body of methane 
by a spark or electric arc”. This mine used cable electric shuttle 
cars. 

Here is a question which you must answer. Are the United Mine 
Workers officials interested in your safety or in additional revenues 
to their Union? 

These two recent large and terrible mine disasters in United Mine 
Workers mines were owned by large Northern coal operators. Why, 
then, are the United Mine Workers so concerned about the new 
safety law they are continually reporting on and pushing through 
the legislature of the United States. Bill H. R 8356 was introduced 
by Adam Clayton Powell, negro representative, from the Harlem 
section of New York City on September 9- 1963. The U- S. Bureau 
of Mines lists no coal being mined in New York. Why is there con- 
cern on the part of this representative instead of ones from a coal 
producing state? Mines and miners in our areas have been describ- 
ed as dog holes, gopher holes, goat holes, yellow dogs, scabs, and 
other vile and filthy names. Why should miners in our areas be 
treated like poor white trash by these mine officials in Washington 
and their legislative friend from New York. The answer is simple, 
and is known to you. It is a continuing drive to run the mines and 
miners of Eastern Kentucky out of business.

trict may rise up to talk against this thing,’ he said. ‘George Gilbert 
(UMW field representative at South Pittsburg, Tenn.) has always 
claimed it wasn’t so. Our union dues ought not to be used to put us 
out of business/” 

Why has the Union denied their connection with this large coal 
company? What their membership suspected was true- They say 
that it is to get jobs for unemployed miners- but this West Kentucky 
deal took place in a marketing area where 4,000, over one-half of 
the miners in that area lost employment. How many United Mine 
Worker members are employed, receiving correct scale wages, and 
how many dollars are going to the Welfare Fund from the Hazard 
area because of the $1,500,000 pledged to the North Fork Coal 
Company in the Hazard field of Eastern Kentucky? 

Figures contained in reports filed in compliance with the new labor- 
management reporting law show- as reported in a newspaper, “Un- 
ited Mine Workers Richest Union in US.” This article indicates that 
the UMW may be the nation’s richest Union with assets valued at 
$110,315,080. This does not count the Union’s welfare and retire- 
ment fund estimated to total in excess of $100,000,000. These two 
figures total $210,315,080. Other Unions’ assets listed in this news- 
paper article showed the Teamsters JUnion $38,418,263; the United 
Auto Workers- $30 373,190; The International Union of Operating 
Engineers $19,366,569. With all of this money, how could the Union 
buy into a large coal company and help cause the loss of 4,000 mine 
workers? How could the Union welfare make last year an additional 
$7,343,207 while pulling cards from their older unemployed mem- 
bers? How can the Union secure loans of $1,500,000 in the Hazard 
field of Eastern Kentucky with the unemployment prevalent the 
way it is in this field? WHO GOT THE $1,500,000 TO THE NORTH 
FORK COAL COMPANY? Why have benefits been cut and why 
has pension been cut from $100 to $75 when the UMW Interna- 
tional has all of this money? Why did they close down and sell their 
members’ hospitals at a loss of $15-000,000? Why have Anthracite 
retirement pensions been cut from $100 to $30? 

You are not employed by one of the large coal mining companies in 
the United States; therefore, how can you be sure that you will 
not meet the same fate as most of the small operators in Tennessee 
and Eastrn Kentucky? 

Why continue to send money that cojld be used by you and your 
family to Washington to be used or loaned by the Union officials 
as they see fit? 

Do you, as employees at the Leatherwood Mine, feel that the mem- 
bershi pin Eastern Kentucky is getting a fair deal from the United 
Mine Worers of America? Instead of making multi-million dollar 
loans, couldn’t the money be put to better use in our area ? 

These are just some facts which we are sure you will want to con- 
sider before the election on January 9th. 

These questions and answers should show how the Washington of- 
ficials of the UMW are using their members and their members’ 
dues. Not only have the investment of the UMW lost money, the 
Union, for it’s alleged illegal acts, has suits against it of approxi- 
mately $100 000,000. The membership at Leatherwood, since 1950- 
has paid $403,436 53 in dues, special assessments, and initiation 
fees. During this period $64,266.25 were special assessments. Will 
the UMW members have to pay as special assessments the damage 
claims against the International Union of $100,000,000? 

Did you know that Blue Diamond bid Leatherwood coal on a large 
long-term coal contract to TVA in 1962? Did you know that this 
contract was lost to mines operating on land reputed to be con- 
nected to the North Fork Coal Company? Who financed this direct 
competition with your jobs? 

Isn’t the UMW International using its members’ dues for the Inter- 
national’s welfare and not for the good of the members in Eastern 
Kentucky? It is now time before other hidden deals are pulled to 
get rid of these bloodsuckers. It should be evident that the UMW 
International and their officials are not interested in the individual 
members, nor any coal miners in Eastern Kentucky. 

Now is the time to bring peace and happiness to our area- and this 
can be effectively and legally done by voting NO on January 9th-
